Ammons the measures to be adopted at the earliest 
moment in the next Session of Parliament, one of the 
mot important will be that respecting the education 
of the people of Ireland. It is intended, we believe, 
from whatever side “of the House the first movement 
comes to propose off the part of the Govern- 
ment, to appoint a Commission, with power 
to examine on oath into the actual working of 
National System and its results. The representatives 
of all parties will obtain. a full and impartial hearing 
and from the evidence, thus collected, materials for a 
satisfactory settlement of the question may be ob- 
tained. The question cannot be longer kept in abey- 
ance. Some solution of the difficulty must be found. 
and it is incumbent on all who desire the peace and 
prosperity of this country to aid in procuring a just 
and final settlement of so important a matter. 

It is very remarkable that for twenty-eight years 
out of the thirty during which the National System 
has been in operation, the Roman Catholic prelates 
offered no opposition. They had, in fact, in their 
own hands, the administration of four-fifths of 
£230,000. National Schools were built up again st 
the walls of chapels, or on the grounds of nunneries. 
They were in a great proportion directly under the 
control of the Priesthood or of monks and nuns. 
Protestants beheld with alarm this virtual endowment 
of Roman education by a Protestant State, and it 
was gvith no small amazement they found the Roman 
Catholic prelates suddenly rise to demand that al! 
sums granted for Roman Catholic education should 
be vested in the Romish Bishops alone. 

At firat the demands of the bishops were arrogant 
and extravagant They required that the school- 
houses should be given up to them, that the appoint- 
went of the masters, books, and subjects to be taught, 
should they belong to the bishop of the diocese, and 
that the state should not possess any power of inves- 
tigation or superintendence. Taking this demand, 
in connexion with the total change in the administra- 
tion of their University, and their demand that a 
large share of the endowments of Royal and Founda- 
tion Schools should be given to them for intermediate 
education, it was plain that the Roman Catholic 
party were endeavouring to establish in Ireland that 
system which had already given them such extraor- 
dinary power in France. There the Jesuit or Ultra- 
montane element had obtained possession of 
the Primary schools throughout France; gradually 
they acquired also the control of intermediate edu- 
cation, and, lastly, of the universities. In ten years 
time they had obtained complete possession of the 
education of the country, and the result of their 
teachings was the overthrow of the national clergy 
and the subjugation of the Gallican priesthood to 
the orders of Rome. Of the two influences which 
placed Louis N apoleon on the Imperial Throne---the 
priesthood and the army---the one attempted to be- 
come his masters, the other remained faithful, and 
the war in Italy with the shock thus given to the 
Papacy proved this much at least, that 
Louis Napoleon had decided on which influence 
he could most rely. NO English statesman 
would venture to propose the adoption of the same 
system in Ireland, which had been productive of 
such disquietude to the Roman Catholic Emperor 
who had established it in France. Since the pro- 
mulgation of the Pastoral, the Romish prelates have 
withdrawn their protest against State invest gation, 
provided that investigation be carried out without 
offence to their feelings. This may mean anything 
or nothing. But they still claim the right to appoint 
or dismiss the masters, to regulate the studies, to 
select the books, and the whole administration of the 
system. This would, in effect, be to subject 
not only the teachers bat the laity to 
ecclesiastical authority in all that concerns edu- 
cation. The Laity, while professing reverence 
for the Prelatee, have continued to send their chil- 
dren to the National Schools. They prove by this, 
that they prefer the excellent secular education given 
by the State, to any they could hope for at the hands 
of the Priesthood. They argue, with reason, that a 
class of men or women, whose vows compel them to 
remain apart from all social ties and duties, cannot 
be the most fitting teachers of life’s duties. Monks 
are not the best instructors in energetic industry. 
Nuns cannot be expected to be experienced teachers 
of those who are to become wiyes and mothers. It 
would be all right, of course, ifthe rising generation 
was set apart to become nothing except Nuns and 
Priests, but Irish parents do not sentence their chil- 
dren to such a fate as this. 
it is perfectly clear that no Government contem- 
plates the surrender ot the National System of Edu- 
cation. Lord Derby is its founder; he will not over- 
throw hisown work. Lords Palmerston and Russell 
have ever been its zealous supporters. To sacrifice 
the National System would be to undo the work of 
thirty years. Whatever alterations may be made in 
the system, the Secular education must remain the 
same as now. 
Neither the Church Education Society, nor the 
Wesleyans, nor the Presbyterians find fault with the 
kind or of secular education given. The 
Prelates do not oppose it openly, but they condemn

: State must give a general education, not confined to 
the limits of any one denomination. It is equally 
true that without a religious foundation, all educa- 
tion is useless, and may be prejudicial. This is an 
axiom derived from all experience, as well as from 
all theory. But what one man calls religion another | 
calls heresy, and the State being a mixed body, can- 
not by preference set man against man, and class 
against class. The problem is how best to combine 
religious with secular instruction so as to satisfy all 
‘parties and offend none. To that problem we will 
address ourselves on a future occasion.

It is true that the 
treacherous massacre of Englishmen on the Peiho has 
to be avenged ; but the forces now on their way to 
China leave little apprehension in that quarter of the 
globe. In India the last embers of the rebellion are 
being stamped out. One by one the rebel chiefs are 
tracked to their lair and punished. Tantia Topee has 
suffered the penalty of his crimes. The Nana is either 
dead, or is protracting a miserable existence on the bor- 
ders ofthe Terai. The Talookdars of Jude have re- 
ceived back their confiscated territory, and even Indian 
finance seems to be exhibiting a more hopeful aspect, 
although the arrival of Mr. Wilsqn has not yet been 
recorded. The San Juen affair promises to termi- 
nate satisfactorily. With a firmness and justice 
not to be commended too highly. Mr. Buchanan 
despatched General Scott to the scene of the dispute. 
General Harney has been superseded ; a joint occu- 
pancy appears to have been offered to Governor Douglass, 
and all the American troops save one company have 
been withdrawn. The matter is once more in the hands 
of the diplomatists of the two Powers. It is impossible 
that it should not be amicably arranged. In 
Europe there are two questions which still attract 
our attention — the war in Morocco and the Suez 
Canal—but even these seem to have ceased to be sub- 
jects for our suspicion and alarm. Whatever may 
have been the ultimate intentions of Spain. 
her chance of making any conquests dangerous to our 
supremacy is too remote to cause us anxiety ; whilst M. 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, if he has succeeded in making 
the Suez Canal a European question, has at least stripped 
it of any dangerous aspect so far as we are concerned. 
What is the state of our relations with the Courts of 
Europe uninterested in the Itatian dispute we know not. 
There is no Ministry like the Whig Ministry tor silence 
and mystery. But it is difficult to believe that they can 
have gone very far wrong within so short a time, and 
the nearness of the session relieves us of much anxiety 
in this respect. 
It remains to turn our glances homeward ; and it is 
here, after all, that we find the best reason for content. 
Never did the people of England present a more united 
front to meet any dangerthat may threaten. All classes 
are satisfied. ‘The attempt to sow discord between rich 
and poor has signally failed. Even the Papal agitation, 
got up to influence a weak Ministry, isharmless. Not 
in England on!v, but in Ireland, the common sense of 
all but the most bigoted and ignorant Remanists revolts 
against the debasing theories of the U!tramontanists ; 
and the voice of reason protests against the absurdity of 
the cry which is raised by Irish Liberals to stifle the 
freedom of Italy. One deplorable errór in the working 
classes of the metropolis must be, however, noticed—the 
strike. This is not the time for us to point toa corroboration 
of our prediction of its calamitous results to the work- 
ing classes, when the depth of winter is doubling the 
hardshipsto which their imprudence has brought them. 
But it is to be hoped that the lesson will not be forgotten 
either by labourers or their employers, and that some- 
thing ma be dune to prevent so mistaken a step for the 
future. In other respects there is much to be thankful 
for.* Crime is diminishing. Trade is flourishing. 
money is plentiful. The revenue is increasing. We 
have recovered from the crisis, aud we have not yet 
forgotten its warnings. No statesman of note has been 
removed from us. ‘lwo great rivals in the world of 
mechanical science—Brunel and Stephenson—have pas- 
sed away : and the names of Leigh Hunt, Hallam, De 
Quincey, Lord Macaulay, and of that genial American, 
Washington Irving, no longer represent living celebrities. 
W hat changes the carly days of 1860 will bring for- 
ward we shall soon know. Already the Imperial mani- 
festo has drawn forth defiance from the Papacy and its 
staunchestsupporters. ‘The religious aspect of the Ita- 
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lian quarrel is rapidly taking the place which it was 
certain to occupy when the rights of the Pope was se- 
riously endangered. Never did it behove an English 
Ministry more carefally to avoid mixing this nation uo 
in the religious quarrels of Roman Catholics, and ts 
preserve an attitude of absolute impartiality.

The Globe on the Revenue Returns for the 
quarter ending December 31st:-- 


The Revenue returns for the year 1859, and for its 
last quarter, although showing an actual decrease on 
the former, and but a slight increase on the latter, when 
closely examined, will prove abundantly satisfactory to 
the public, and will fittingly close a decade of unex- 
ampled national prosperity. The absenceof a very large 
increase, both on the year and on the quarter, is entirely 
owing to two causes—the great reduction of t xation, 
and an exceptional circumstance arising from a very 
great sale of old stores towards the close of 1858. But 
every head of taxation that can be taken as an indica- 
tion of general comfort and financial prosperity fur- 
nishes a result as satisfactory as the most hopeful could 
anticipate. 

Referring, in the first place, to the accounts for the 
quarter, the following w Il be found to approach the 
actual figures very closely :— 

The Customs will probably exhibit an increase of 
about £15,000 over the corresponding quarter of 1858. 
In the Excise an increase of about £360,000 may 
be looked for, entirely due to increased consumption of 
exciseable articles. 

Stamps will show a slight increase, probably amount- 
ing to £10,000. 

In Taxes the increase will be £41,000. ' 
Under the head of Income Tax, an increase of about 
£390,000 may be looked for, which, of course is to be 
attributed to the addition made to the tax by Mr. Glad- 
stone in the last session of Parliament. 

The Post Office accounts will show a sligkt decrease 
—about £30,000—on the quarter 

The revenue arising from Crown Lands presents no 
change calling for remark. 

The “Miscellaneous” returns, which, generally speik- 
ing, are but of slight moment, on this occasion require 
attention from the fact that they influence the general 
rosults of the Revenue in an exceptional manner, turn- 
ing a substantial and virtual increase into an apparent 
offofincome. The decrease under this is 
ho less than £683,000 on the quarter. It arises from 
the sale of an extraordinary quantity of old stores dur-

That the non-com:issioned 
officers should not have reported the rict earlier, though 
not under the circumstances surprising, is possibly to be 
censured. But we must consider the natural unwilling- 
ness they would feel to bring their cemrades into 
trouble on this festive occasion, as well as the expec- 
tation they would be sure to entertain that the all ur 
would pass off peaceably. From all accounts the final 
atrocity committed was the work of a few minutes, and 
it ie one of such rare occurrence in the British army that 
it could not reasonably have been apprehended 
The officers themselves seem to have done all they 
could be expected to do. And, certainly, as far as we 
can judge at present, no particular blame seems to at- 
tach to any of the authorities. As to the propriety of 
keeping troops in garrison supplied with ball cartridge, 
of that wetake it the Horse Guards must be a better 
judge than we can be. But we have sufficient confi lence 
in the good sense of his Royal Highness the Commander- 
in-Chief to believe that he will carefully weigh the sup- 
posed advantages of the practice against the danger by 
which it 1s attended, and decide without reference either 
to red tape on the one hand, or printers’ ink upon the 
other. 
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PRIVATE CORRESPONDENCE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Lonrpon, Saturpay.—Owing to the little dissensioys 
and disputes which have broken out even before th 
assembly of the Plenipotentiaries, the Congress will not, I 
believe, meet on January 19, as originally intended. 
The further day is not yet fixed. We hear from Paris 
to-day strong rumours of a change in the French Mi- 
nistry—a report so often circulated that we are apt to 
be incredulous, even when stated on apparently good 
authority. Walewski, the present Foreign Minister of 
France, is, and has always been, decidedly Conservative 
in his policy, He was opposed to the war, and is Ans- 
trian an! anti-Enyzlish in his*views. Count Persigny, 
who, it is said, will replace him, is one of the hon test 
men of the whole Bonapartist party. He served Louis 
Napoleon in exile, and he is one ot the few men who 
have courage to tell truth to the Emperor now. He is 
a staunch friend to the English Alliance. Were Walew- 
ski dismissed, it would be a decided sign that the Em- 
peror was fully resolved to carry out a liberal policy in 
Italy, and te maintain intact the English alliance. 

The discussion as to the Pamphlet still cont inues in 
the French press. If the Famphietis not directly offi- 
cial, there seems no doubt that expresses pretty closely 
the personal opinions of the Emperor. That Louis Na- 
poleon is personally more liberal than the policy he per- 
mits to be carried on in his name is what might be ex- 
pected from his antecedents. That he is even more op- 
posed to the temporal power of the Pope than to the 
Austrians is, what I gather from several small facts 
since the peace of Villafranca (not forgetting the old 
fact that Louis Napoleon was once a rebel in arms 
against the Papal rule). (1). The revolutionary rule

. Siu, In an article in the Daily Express ot the 22nd 
instant, on the subject of Vaccination in Ireland, the 
following paragraph occurs: The London Institution 
is supperted wholly by Government, and reteives nearly 
£2,000 for every £100 granted for Ireland.” I am con- 
vineed that the editor wrote as he believed. Knowing, 
however, from Parliamentary documents, that his in- 
formant was incorrect, [ still hesitated to deny the state- 
ment until I had heard from London. Writing a few 
day’s since, for Vaccine Lymph, I inquired of the Re- 
gistrar what is the amount actually allowed from the 
public funds for the National Vaccine Establishment in 
London. Mr. Tomkins, the Inspector of Vaccinators, 
answered as follows:—* The exact amount of the Par- 
llumentary grant to the National Vaccine Establish- 
ment is £2,000 per annum.” 
I feel assured, sir, that you will set the public right on 
this matter, and give insertion to the statement of the 
oflicer of this institution. The London Vaccine Esta- 
blishment distributed last year, 234,000 charges of Vac- 
cine Lymph free. The Dublin Institution distributed 
18,000 charges of Lymph—to its subscribers-—for we 
must bear in mind that no one has a right to ask the 
Dublin Institution for a point of Lymph without pay- 
ing for it. Taking the comparative sums allowed to both 
Institutions, the Dublin one should have issued, last year, 
46,000 charges of Lymph, free. The grant of £400 per 
annum to the Dublin cowpock Institution does not, by 
any means, adequately represent its resources. Its in- 
come from subscriptions must be something very consi- 
derable—indeed, probably £400 or £500 a year more. 
Its practice of charging 2s 6d a charge for Lymph is 
perfectly indefensible.- The Registrar-General of Scotland, 
writing to me on the 23rd November, says:“ Appli- 
cants at the New Town Dispensary pay sixpence a 
charge,” and Dr. W. Graham, the Secretary of the In- 
stitution, in a letter of the 28th Nevember, says-— 
“T am astonished at your statement regarding the 
charge for Vaccine Lymph in Dublin ; it is only lately 
we made a charge at all for it---sixpence a packet. We 
have no state aliowance.”---Iam, sir, your most ebedient 
servant, P. W. Loxa, M.D.

They are never granted on sound principles where such 
schemes or projects are suspected. The bank in lending 
out money judiciously on cash credits, and otherwise, 
would be the means of raising a community froma 
“poor wretched” condition to a “ high position” in 
civilisation, industry, morality, social wealth, and ho- 
nour, as we see exemplified in Scotland.

Great Discovery or Sitver MINES IN CALIForRNia. 
— The surprising information is brought by the Aspin- 
wall steamer, in letters from unquestionable sources in 
San Francisco, that large quantities of very rich silver 
ore have begun to come in from the eastern slope of the 
Sierra, where it abounds, apparently, in inexhaustible 
quantities. The ore is described as of far superior rich- 
ness to any ever obtained from Mexico or Peru, and im- 
proving in quality as it is dug from a greater depth. A 
specimen of the ore received in ihis city (New York) 
shows that the mines are very linely granulated and 
intermingled with iron pyrites. The silver is not visible 
to the eye; but yet, as is well known, that is no argu- 
ment against its abundance. All lead ore of that kind 
(Galena or sulphuret of lead) contains silver; and often 
in considerable proportions. This, from the accounts 
received, is richer than any other known. The ore is 
said to abound on the surface, cropping out in rocks 
overa considerable extent of country. The place is only 
three or four days’ journcy eastward from San Francisco, 
at Washoe; and a great excitement is expected to bethe 
result of the discoverv.

this gratifying result is attributable to the sugges- 
tion of Alexander Findlater, Esq., at the last an- 
nual meeting, the adoption of which led to the 


realisation of £95; to a legacy of £25, from the late Miss 
A. C. Robinson; a legacy of £5, from the late Miss H. Allen; 
and from a rigid economy in expenditare,—whsat was im- 
peratively essential only having been laid out in repairs, 
pending the completion of the leases of the hospital. The 
leases having been duly signed, &c., no time was lost in 
procuring estimates, proposals, &., &c., for the thorough re- 
pair of the Institution. Upon the selection of the best and 
most reasonable estimate, the works were commenced without 
delay; and te cover them there will be required an amount of 
nearly £250, out of the income of the coming year. About £40 
will be necessary. also, to fit up additional beds, in a portion 
of the room recently occupied by Mrs. Stock; the other por- 
tion, separated by a dwarf partition, having been appropria- 
ted to the Matron, Miss Johnston, who has been just appointed 
at a salary of £30 a year. An Assistant-Secretary, Mr. Joseph 
Mullen, has also been appointed during the past year, at a 
salary of £25 per annum. In consequence of the great incon- 
venience resulting from the inability of the resident Medical 
Officer to give up the whole ef his time to the hospital, his 
studies being extended to other branches ef the profession, 
the governors appointed a Licentiate Apothecary, Mr. A. Da- 
vidson, in room of the above-mentioned officer, whose entire 
(line and attention shall be devoted to the hospital at a salary of 
£60 per annum. During the past year the Governors borrewed | 
the sum of £200 in order to fit up the Peter-street Auxiliary | 
Hospital. Almost immediately, however, on its completion, . 
it was ascertained that it could not form a branch of the | 
Coombe Hospital, consistently with the terms of the Dublin | 
Hospital Act; it became necessary, therefore, to dispose of | 
the premises, and an offer—the only one made—of £200, | 
was accepted, having been tendered by a committee of gen- | 
tlemen, whe propose to continue it under the name of “ The 
Maternity” in friendly conjunction with the Coombe | 
Hospital, but, of course, supported by funds from | 
an entirely distinct source, As soon as the £200 is 
received, it will be applied in liquidation of the debt 
incurred as above. Dr. Mason's three years of office as as- 
sistant to the masters, having expired, Dr. Kevin Iziod 
©’ Doherty, one of the Surgeons of St. Vincent’s Hospital, and 
Professor of Practical Anatomy in the Ledwich School of 
Medicine, was elected to sueceed him. The Governors take 
this opportunity of expressing their grateful sense of Dr. 
Masons’s most valuable services. The Governors trust that 
the Hospital will be re-opened, (God willing) for patients, 
early in 1860, The Governors consider it superflnous to de- 
tail at length the amount of relief afforded through the 
medium of the Institution, deeming it sufficient to direct

Tux Sraxisu War 1x Mornocco.—Moorish Camp, near 
Tetuan, Dec. 14—To day the Spaniards have made a 
slight advance towards Tetuan, and succeeded in 
throwing up some earthworks near the Fenidek. The 
Moors, although collected on the neighbouring heights, 
vifered no opposition to these operations. It is now 
evident that the Spaniards intend to follow the same 
-yetemas was pursued by the French in their conquest 
of Algeria under Marshal Bugeaud. They advance 
slowly into the interior, entrenching themselves as they 
proceed ; but when they haveleft in rear their base of 
operations it willbe more difficult, in face of the daily 
increasing numb rs of the Moorish army, to keep open 
their communication with Ceuta. It is well own 
that this is one of the greatest difficulcies with an inva- 
ding army in an e<tremely hostile country, affording no 
supplies; and in Morocco these difficuities are even 
unter, where there is total want of roads and bridges 
to facilitate tbe transport of provisions and munitions 
of war.—Correspondent of the Morning Herald. 

Dec. 15.--The Moors, strongly reinforced by the 
arrival of the Kaid Ben Oda, the governor of the 
provinee of El! Garbi, who came in vesterday with a 
very strong body of cavalry, have determined u 
making an immediate demonstration on the left flack 
of the enemy. When, therefore, the Spaniards moved 
out this morning with, their usual daily working 
parties the Kaid Ben Oda deployed upon the beach 
to oppose them—a most fatal movement, as it brought 
him within range of the two ships of war which 
iastantly stood in and commenced throwing shot 
This measure 


greatly disconcerted them, as it was the first 
time they had ever been under such fire, and they 
were consequently thrown into great confusion and 
fled; the yout would have been complete had not 


the large body of mountaineers who accompanied the 
cavalry hurried up to their support, covering their re- 
treat. Simultanconsly with this attack the tribes of 
Keni Gertert, of Angera, of Wadras, and of the neigh- 
bourhood of ‘Tangier, amounting in all to about 1000 ca- 
valry and 15,000 infantry, under the command of the 
Kaid Abbas Emkishat, moved up about ten o'clock aan. 
ró attack the centre and right ofthe Spanish line in the 
direction of the Serallo, and disturbed the enemy in the 
wüst ofa mass which they were then celebrating with 
great solemnity for the eternal peace of the souls of those 
who had perished during the present war. The

the day. According to Moorish accounts their loss did 
net exceed 25 killed and 38 wounded, but the Spaniards 
nay they lest in both encounters 30 killed and 126 
wounded, and it is evident, therefore, that no reliance 
whatever can be placed on either of the returns of the 
casualties of the respective armies. 

An interesting incident of this action may be recorded 
as characteristic of the nature of the conflict. In the 
advance ofall Moorish troops a soldier is always seen 
marching considerably in front, carrying the Moorish 
flag, and on this occasion this man was the special ob- 
ject of observation and admiration. Ile was so cool 
nud unconcerned under the unsuccesstul fire ofa whole 
company of Cazadores that another company became 
much excited, and they also fired a volley at him with 
the view to bring him down. At last he fell, but in an 
instant afterwards the flag was seen to appear again in 
the hands of another man as brave and daring as the 
former, and he also fell in his turn, only to be succeded by 
a third. It cannot have passed unnoticed, and indeed it 
is a striking feature ofthe war, that as yet not one pri- 
soner has fallen into the hands of the invaders. The 
Moors prefer to die rather than surrender to the enemies 
of their country; if seized they strike with their swords 
and guns, or if unarmed, with their hands, or legs, or 
heads, and by their personal violence alone provoke the 
death from which otherwise they would be spared. 
This resistance to the death, this holy love of hon and 
country, must be ascribed to their belief that they are 
fighting against wanton and unprovoked aggression 
upon their religion and independence, and that their 
death in battle will not only cover them with glory, but 
cusure them a certain entrange into the paradise of 

God.

Some years ago Lord Macaulay’s health had been se- 
verely injured by an illness of the heart, but since then 
he had gradually and steadily recovered. A tortnight 
ago he was again attacked by the old malady, but again 
he rallied under it, and his physicians declared him out

of danger. A „ however, suddenly toek place, 
and on Wednesday evening, at about eight o’cleck, he 
expired, at Holly Lodge, Camden Hill, Kensington, the 


title he had earned so well dying with him. He was 
born in the year 1800, at Rothley Temple, in Leicester- 
shire. In 1821 he was elected to the Craven scholar- 
ship, after distinguishing himself at Trinity College, 
Cambridge. In 1826 he was called to the bar, 
and in the same year his article on “ Milten,” in the 
Edinhurgh Review, indicated that an essayist of no 
ordinary brilliancy had arisen te instruct and amuse 
the reading public. EKre long the leaders of the Whig 
party, in recognition of his intellectual superiority, 
appointed Lord (then Mr.) Macaulay*a Commis- 
sioner of Bankruptcy ; and in 1830 they opened for 
him a way to the House of Commons, through the 
borough of Calne. He became, moreover, Secretary to 
the Board of Control ; figured prominently in the dis- 
cussion on the Reform Bill ; and in defending against 
Peelites, Radicals, and Repealers, the general policy 
ofthe Grey ministry, took a part, second only in in- 
fluence to that enacted by the present Earl of Derby. 
Having thus acquired Parliamentary celebrity, Mr. 
Macaulay was, in 1832, returned to Parliament as 
the representative of Leeds, butin 1854 he resigned 
his seat and office to proceed to the East, as a member 
of the Supreme Council of Calcutta. He enjoyed that 
lucrative post for three vears; and on returning to 
England turned his acquaintance with Indian affairs 
to account in his maguificent sketches of Lord Clive 
and Warren Hastings, Still pursuing his political ca- 
reer, which had opened under auspices so brilliant, Mr. 
Macaulay, in 1839, accepted the office of Secretary at 
War; succeeded, in 1840, in obtaining his election as 
member for the city of Edinburgh ; and in the days of 
the second Peel Administration was conspicuous among 
the statesmen who presided over the Whig Opposition, 
andadvocated Free Trade aul Liberal measures. Having 
in his younger days produced several choice ballads, 
among Which those on the Spanish Armada, and the 
Battle of Ivry are most widely known, Mr. Macaulay 
tried his powers on a larger scale, and in 1842 gave to 
the world his splendid “Lays of Ancient Rome.” In 
the following year his Essays, which had previonsly 
been published in America, were collected in three 
volumes. When, in 1846, the Whig party, under 
the leadership of Lord J. Russell, was restored to 
= er, Mr. Macaulay was appointed Paymaster of the 
orces, with a seat in the Cabinet, and for a time ex- 
the functions of that office. Unfortunately, 

there was between the literary senator and his con- 
stituents a serious disagreement on what they consi- 
dered a vital question :—he having, in regard to the 
Maynooth Grant, expressed opinions in which they 
could not concur, and pursued a course of which they 
could not approve. The consequence was, that at the 
election in 1847 the citizens of Edinburgh rejected 
Mr. Maculay in favour of Mr. Cowan, whose theolo- 
gical views were much more in favour with the majo- 
rity. Under ordinary circumstances, his ejection would 
have been the subject of lasting regret. ut while his 
admirers were deploring the fact of a man known to 
fame as a poet, essayist, and orator, being thus dis- 
placed by a constituency so important and intelligent, 
they derived no small consolation from the rumour that 
he was to devote his leisure to the grand project of 
writing a History of England. His peculiar qualifica- 
tions for the task, his Parliamentary career, his offi- 
cial knowledge, his social experience, his historical in- 
formation, his familiarity with ancient literature, and 
the art he was known to possess of writing what people 
lixe to read, as well as dealing skilfully with the less 
sttractive parts of a subject, raised high expectations ; 
and when, in 1848, an instalment of two velumes ap- 
peared, with the title of The History of England 
from the Accession of James the Second,” they met 
with an enthusiastic reception, and elicited universal 
applause.

REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE. 
Dontix, Tuunspar Eventne.—During the last two 


days the frost and the snow have completely disap- 


in the vicinity of Dublin, swept away by a de- 
uge of rain, which still continues. We have good ar- 


rivals from foreign ports for the past week, comprising 
800 quarters barley, 2,400 quarters Indian corn, and 


uarters wheat. The supplies of breadstuffs 
— Great Britain are on the increase from the United 
States, and the quality of the wheat is very fine. 
American barrel flour has of late years fallen into disre- 
pute, but it would be better if we could de a direct 
trade with Canada and the Usited States in 
wheat, such as has been done so well of late with 
France, the Mediterranean and the Baltic, as the statis- 
tics in our article written on the 5th inst. clearly proved. 
In taking. a retrospective glance at the corn trade of 
Dublin for the year 1859, and Mr. Green's table of 
foreign imports has given us a key to its extent, it is 
pleasing to reflect that, not withstanding its magnitude, 
and the fluctuations in value caused by the short but 
bloody contest between France and Austria, there have 
been no disasters, and the trade closes this year firm 
and steady. The steam power of the flour mills of the 
city has been. increased, not only by the splendid build- 
ing at Jones’-road, lately erected by Mr. Todd, but also 
by the Dock mills purchased last summer by Mr. 
, of Smithfield, and which he will put into the 
hands of the new tenants next week, with all the latest 
improvements that skill, capital, and experience can 
effect, It is understood th:t the number of our breweries 
are to be increased, whilst it is well known}that the Dub- 
lin distillers are growing in fame and fortune. All these 
facts look well for the future prosperity of the corn trade 
with us. At Mark-lane, on Monday, the Corn Exchange 
was closed, but on Wednesday the supplies of all grain, 
except foreign barley, were moderate. English wheat 
was unaltered in value, most of the samples out of con- 
dition ; foreign met a small consumptive demand, and 
late rates were supported. Barley, in the face of large 
supplies of foreign, sold very well, and c. f. and i. cargoes 
maintained late prices. (Oats were quite as dear, but 
where sellers asked an advance business was checked. 
At Liverpool, on Tuesday, wheat was in better demand. 
French red, and new American red realising rather 
more money, whilst other descriptions were held for tull 
prices. Oats slow, without change in value. Here oa 
Tuesday we had quite a holiday market, but the tone of 
things was cheerful, and prices of last week mainta ned ; 
oats, if anything, gaining a shade. 
‘The Continental markets generally remain firm for 
wheat, whilst spring corn moved off steadily at very 
full prices. 
We now approach close to the time when we may 
expect the New Year's speech of the SR Emperor, 
the political importance of which who tell?
